Meeting of the Commissioners 
Yesterday. 


THE ROBERTS-FINUCANE ROW. 


The Matter Settled by the Suspen- 
Bion of the Captain Fifteen 
Days and the Patrolman 
Thirty. 


The Police Commissioners met at the 
ayor’s office yesterday afternoon at 
ye o’clock, with Mayor Hazard in the 
chair, and Commissioners Dexter, Ool- 
lins, Bryson and Lewis present. Chief 
Glass was also in attendance as usual. 

The reading of the minutes was dis- 
pensed with, when the report of the 
Chief for the month of July, as hereto- 
fore published, was read and filed. 

Officer Finucane preferred charges 
against Capt. Roberts for violation of 
the police regulations, growing out of 
the recent difficulty that occurred at 
the police station, the details of which 
have been heretofore published. 

A communication was alsoread from 
Chief Glass, stating that he had sus- 
pended Officer Finucane, as he consid- 
ered that he had been guilty of imsub- 


ordination. A statement was also 
read from Capt. Koberts, y his 
version of the affair, whic not 


materially differ from theepublished 
report. 

here being no material difference 
as to the facts, the Board proceeded to 
discuss the matter, and, after ageneral 
debate and verbal statement from the 
Chief, Capt. Roberts and Officer Finu- 
cane were sent for, and while waiting 
the following transfers of saloon 
licenses were grauted: Greer & Hantz, 
Nos. 105 and 107 San Pedro street. 
from Charles Schmidt, and Charles 
Gallmer, No 301 North Main street, 
from A. Lindenfelt. 

The usual demands were presented 
and allowed. 

The application of C. H. Bucking- 
ham for a position on the force was re- 
ceivea and filed. 

J. W. Davis, I. K. Adams and C. H. 
Boyce presented demands for services 
as special policemen in August last, 
which brought out a little piece of se- 
crect history about the methods of the 
former Board, it being shown that the 
appointment "of the men had been 
made at a private meeting in Mr. Lina- 
ley’s office, to see that money was not 
used against the sewer bonds.“ Com- 
missioner Collins voted that the de- 
mands be paid, but the motion failed 
for want of a second, and the matter 
‘was dropped.

It those northern writers who are so

A NEW PHASE OF THE TARIFF

Secretary Blaine’s Recent Recipro- 
city Letters Cause a Breezs in 
The Senate. Dispute Over

for information as to the shipment in 
bond of merchandise between Atlantic 
and Pacific’ ports over the Canadian 
railway, merchandise in bond, apprais- 
ed and unappraised, and goods of do- 
mestic origin are forwarded over these 
railroads under bond by American 
common carriers and on the arrival of 
such merchandise at Vancouver tran- 
shipment is made under the supervi- 
sion of a United States officer, who 
certflles the facts upon the manifest. 

The Secretary then expresses the opin 
ion that as under the regulations of 
the department American vessels only 
are allowed to be employed in the 
transportation of such goods the laws 
of coasting trade are not violated. He 
further says he has no knowledge that 
the Grand Trunk railroad has violated 
the revenue or coasting laws of 
the United States in transporting 
merchandise between places in the 
United States. -The Collector of Cus- 
toms at Astoria, Or., bas beenjinstruct- 
ed by the Treasury Department to 
cease issuing certificates to alleged 
Chinese merchants or others leaving 
the United States with the intention of 
returning. He is ordered to destroy all 
such documents in his possession and 
refrain from issuing certificates of 
such character in future.
